EDITORIAL. 


DO YOUR DUTY! 


AT 4 time when Victorian soccer is on the up and up, it is 
disturbing to hear of a person who has had enough of the 
sport and has decided to get out of it. 

The man in question is a player with a chip on his 
shoulder; a 26-year-old Division 3 centre-forward. 

This is what he has said: 

“I'm finishing with soccer because I don’t honestly feel 
players get the protection to which they are entitled from the 
referee. Too often players are injured by malicious tackles, 
yet referees let it go, or, if they speak to the offender, they 
rarely report him. 

“These ‘makeshift referees’ are a curse. They are not 
nearly firm enough. Consequently more and more dangerous 
play is tolerated. I like a good, hard game, but one operation 
and numerous other knocks which have kept me out of the 
game have convinced me that it’s time I got out for good. 
After all, I'm a married man. And I can’t afford to be off 
work and pay heavy hospital bills.” 

Maybe he’s been unlucky. And we know the council have 
done a grand job by improving the standard in the middle; 
and that the number of referees has been brought up to full 
strength. 

But it must be conceded that not all referees are as good 
as the council would like them to be. And, similarly, not all 
footballers are clean players. 

Just to dispel any doubts, let us, therefore, make this 
point quite clear — especially to referees who officiate in the 
lower divisions: 

Don’t be afraid to use your authority to stamp out dirty 
play. Players have either got to stick to the rules or be sent 
packing. 

In other words: Do your duty. And then leave the rest 
to the Disciplinary Committee. . . .

Actually, the off-side rule is 
very simple to operate, but 
there is a tendency on the part 
» referees to award free- 
redleasly. 

For instance, I saw a for- 
ward, knowing that he was in 
an off-side position, walk to- 
wards his own goal paying no 
heed to the ball that ato ped 


behind him, yet the ‘eree 
awarded a free-kick neat 
him. 


There is surely no need of 
this, It is not an offence for a 
player to be in an off-side 
position. It merely becomes 
an offence when he interferes 


This week he writes about the rule that caus:

with play or attempts to in- 
terfere with it. 

In this case the forward con- 
cerned did the correct thing. 
And the referee should have 
recognised this and allowed the 
game to proc ed, 

It is refreshing to come 
across players who can think 
quickly enough to know whether 
or not they are on-side. 

In one game a forward-line 
was moving up to the attack, 
and the outside-left, anticipat- 
ing a pass from the centre-for- 
ward, kept on the move. 

The centre-forward, how- 
ever, sold the defence the 
“dummy” by passing to the 
inside-right, whose shot beat 
the goalkeeper. The referee 
decided upon “offside” against 
the outside-left, who, al- 
though in an offside position,

could not possibly have inter- 
fered with play. 

Clearly, this should have been 
a goal. 

Another error some referees 
make in interpreting the off- 
side rule is to stop the game 
when a forward, knowing one of 
his colleagues is off-side, holds 
‘on to the ball and goes through 
on his own, 

He is another of the quick- 
thinking forwards who are 
often wrongly penalised, 

Now, if the forward in an 
offside position has taken a 
defender with him and left the 
way clear for the other for- 
ward to hold the ball and go 
through, that is another 
matter, The first forward can 
rightly be judged to have “in- 
terfered with play.” 

Then there is the case of for- 
wards pulled up for offside im- 
mediately a free kick has been 
taken. 

When a free kick is being 
taken and it is obvious that the 
ball is going to be dropped near 
the goal, it is not difficult for 
referees to note the forwards 
who are stupid enough to stand 
in an off-side position. ' 

No Benefit. 

If they are on-side when the 
kick is taken then it matters 
little where they are when they 
receive the ball. The fact is 
that they were on-side when the 
ball was last played. 

I have heard it said that 
many referees are “too con- 
scious” of the off-side rule. But 
I do not think it is so much that 
as that they feel bound to give 
defenders the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Yet there is nothing in the 
rules of the game to suggest 
that any player has a right to 
the benefit of the doubt!
